LIBRARY REPORT 


The Board of Trustees of the Town Library herewith submit 
their Fourteenth Annual Report. 


At the beginning of the year the Board was organized by the 
choice of J. P. Newell as president and treasurer, Mrs. Anne A. 
Bancroft as secretary, and Mrs. Jennie F. Center as librarian. 


It was a wise thing to do when the citizens of Litchfield decided 
to accept the proffered State Aid and to establish, on a permanent 
basis, a free public library. It placed the town in line with other 
enterprising towns, not only in our own state, but throughout the 
country. To make good books easily accessible, especially to the 
young, is likely to create in them a taste for reading and a desire to 
be well informed, that will be of priceless value to them in after- 
life. Particularly is this true in a country like ours where all civil 
and political power eminates from the people. Mr. Carnegie, there- 
fore, is not only a wise man but a true patriot in giving liberally of 
his abundant means for sustaining and encouraging free public libra- 
ries, for he well knows that a well read and inteligent people cannot 
be enslaved or long deceived by designing men. 


While a goodly number of our people, both the young as well as 
those of more mature years, are constant readers of the books and 
pamphlets to be found in the library, others, no doubt, would find it 
greatly to their profit, if they, too, should avail themselves of the 
means thus afforded for intellectual culture and the acquiring of 
useful knowledge. 


As the Ladies’ Social circle, not long ago, made their usual annual 
contribution of books to the library the trustees have reserved quite 
a balance of the funds placed in their bands to be expended as oc- 
casion shall require. Without any expense to the town the library 
is still kept, rent free, in a room in Mrs. Clarisa Griffin’s house and 
Mrs. Jennie . Center, who has been librarian from the beginning, 
is still holding that position and rendering her usuaal efficient service. 


Tn addition to books obtained by purchase, during the year, sever- 


al books, magazines and papers have been donated to the library by 
individuals, as the librarian’s report will indicate.
